W hat it means, in effect, 
is that political writers who accom­ 
panied him westward or reviewed 
the news accounts of his reception 
along the way say evidence that 
Franklin Roosevelt’s personal pop­ 
ularity is a major, if still imponder­ 
able, factor in the 1938-40 political 
scene. 
Nobody Knows Yet 
That conclusion, if shared to any 
extent by Democratic primary can­ 
didates and Democratic organiza­ 
tion wheel horses in states still to 
pick their 1938 tickets, could serve 
to enhance the Influence the presi­ 
dent may exert later 
in 
those 
states. 
And signs are not lacking 
that some candidates for Democra­ 
tic nomination do share it. 
Ges­ 
tures of appeasement toward the 
administration by Senator Loner- 
gan 
in Connecticut and 'Senator 
George in Georgia, came very quick­ 
ly after the Roosevelt westward 
sweep.

He doubts that any­ 
body but Franklin Roosevelt does 
know. 
May Be Driven 
Yet circumstances are tending to 
drive Mr. Roosevelt toward a de­ 
cision similar to that made by The­ 
odore Roosevelt in 1912 when he 
launched his drive for the Republi­ 
can presidential nomination against 
President Taft. That was the near­ 
est approach to a third-term the 
country has ever known. Had The­ 
odore Roosevelt 
been 
nominated 
then, his election would have been 
virtually certain and he would have 
been the first president to serve 
more than two terms.

hearsay testimony in saying that 
Theodore Roosevelt did not want 
to return to the W hite House but 
made the campaign only because 
he saw in it a chance to capitalize 
his own great personal popularity 
in an effort to establish for the 
Republican party the social Justice 
doctrines he preached.

Coroner Carl Davis said Dilly’s 
pet shepherd dog, also shot to 
death, was found “ two or three 
miles aw ay.’’ 
Dilly and John Read, 20, of Cin­ 
cinnati, students at Massachusetts 
Institu te of Technology, were re­ 
turning from a trip through the 
west. 
State Police Sergt. John Pillot- 
son said Read told him Dilly dis­ 
appeared from their camp at the 
Dunes State Park late last night. 
His body was found awash in the 
lake by Craig Leman of Chicago, 
another camper. 
Policemen and Dr. Davis ques­ 
tioned several persons about Dil­ 
ly’s movem ents up to the time of 
his death and 
the 
coroner said 
Read w ent with officers to Indian­ 
apolis for further questioning. 
Dr. Davis said Read told him 
Dilly had been moody “ever since 
we started our trip.”

effects told of a pleasant trip with

Washington, July 21 (ZP)— The 
treasury, faced with the prospect 
that its ninth successive deficit 
will amount to some $4,000,000,- 
000 this fiscal year, is studying 
the possibility 
of 
levying 
more 
taxes on wealthy corporations and 
little fellows. 
This w’as disclosed 
today 
by 
Roswell Magill, acting secretary of 
the treasury. 
Although no policy 
decisions will be made until Sec­ 
retary Morgenthau and President 
Roosevelt return from their vaca­ 
tions, Magill said his experts were 
investigating the question of re­ 
ducing personal exemptions and 
increasing tax rates on individuals 
with moderate incomes. 

F o llette 
As for the big corporations, the 
president personally has ordered 
aids to draw up a program for 
strengthening 
the 
undistributed 
profits and capital gains taxes. 
Magill, himself the foremost tax 
expert in the government, declined 
to give his opinion about the wis­ 
dom of reducing exemptions or to 
indicate how much of a change 
was being studied.

Washington — The Chicago and 
| North Western Railway company 
urged the interstate commerce com­ 
mission to approve its reorganiza­ 
tion plan, which sharply cuts down 
rlxed charges. 
It charged among 
other things that, "taiuastic” in­ 
terpretations by the national ad­ 
justment board and "social experi­ 
mentation" by the government jus­ 
tified the proposals that

made. 
The brief stated, in dealing with 
future conditions of the railroad, 
that its counsel was "not greatly 
impressed by forecasts of traffic, 
no matter how carefully or scien­ 
tifically made."

T 
HINGS can never get too mechanized 
and routinized for adventure in this 
modern world. 
For a time it looked as if th a t was just 
what had happened in the realm of avia­ 
tion. 
After th e soul-stirriug flights of 
the 
Lingbergh era. aviation went ultra-scien­ 
tific. 
It got out of the “s t u n t ” period and 
buckled down to the unsensational job of 
providing safe, unspectacular service. 
Its 
heroes were not daring young geniuses, 
m y more, but carefully trained crews of 
technicians who worked together like well­ 
ordered machines. 
It gave a whole lot 
more re tu rn in the way of transporta tion 
— but the romance went out of it, seem ­ 
ingly for good. 
And then two very startling things h ap ­ 
pened in close succession. 
First. Howard Hughes and his buddies 
went strea king around the world 
in 
a 
flight which passed all the way thro u g h 
the mechanized, team-spirit business and 
came out on the other side, in the realm of 
romance. 
The thing was so perfectly o r ­ 
ganized. so surpassingly well 
integrated 
and planned, that it became w h at everyone 
had thought no flight of that kind could 
ever he 
thrilling and uplifting. 
Hight on the heels of 
th a t 
cam e 
ai 
th row bac k to the old, devil-may-care b a r n ­ 
storming era 
the Atlantic flight of young 
Douglas Corrigan, who blithely flew 
tile 
world's worst sea iii a rickety crate that 
was obsolete years ago. 
Corrigan simply 
set the clock back, temporarily, and gave 
the world a last glimpse1 of aviation as it 
used to be. when a flyer was an a d v e n tu rer 
Mrst and a technician, if at all, afterw ard. 
So these two flights brought back that 
unpredictable and indefinite quality called 
romance to modern aviation. And the way 
In which they did it is worth at least 
a 
passin gthought. 
Tliev showed, iii the first place, that a 
mechanized, modernized world need not be 
monotonous after all. 
lf rom ance is a 
m om entary transcending of the ordin ary 
limits of workaday life— and t h a t ’s about 
as good a definition as any — then the 
Hughes flight simply showed that when 
m an really perfects the Intricate technical 
details of moder nllfe, modern life is ro­ 
mantic and not hum drum . 
And, secondly, th ere was a rem inder 
that the h u m a n spirit is irrespressible and 
dauntless; that it will not be confined by 
any form ulas, but will break loose 
and

na m e St. Helena means to almost ev e ry ­ 
one just one th in g — the lonely isle w h ere 
Napoleon was imprisoned from the time 
of his defeat at W aterloo until his death. 
The island has many other points of in ­ 
terest, some equaling if not exeeelling th e 
Napoleon episode, but they were created 
long, long ago. 
Napoleon is gone and to 
most St. Helena is but a nam e in history. 
Very few tourists visit th e 
island 
an d 
those who do remain hut a few hours and 
confine their inspection to Longwood, th e 
mansion where Napoleon dwelt, and th e 
to m b where his body reposed until its r e ­ 
moval in pomp to Paris. 
Although St. Helena is a place of grea t 
beauty and magnificent climate, it 
has 
never become a resort of tourists or vaca­ 
tionists. 
This is largely accounted for by 
writers who never had seen the place. N a ­ 
poleon was described as “ a caged eagle on 
a lonely rock” and th e impression inevit­ 
ably went forth th a t St. Helena 
was 
a 
bleak and barren place. 
It Is of volcanic 
origin to be sure, b ut m ost of it is covered 
with luxuriant vegetation and virgin for­ 
est. 
F ru it trees bloom and bear fruit t h e 
year around. 
One can see an apple tre e 
in blossom next to one in fruit. 
The t e m ­ 
p eratu re ranges from 8 4 degrees in the 
heat of su m m er to 56 
degrees 
in 
th e 
depths of winter. 
Always there is 
th e 
tr ad e wind. 
It is a pleasant place. 
Once it had a population of 
perhaps 
10,000, but now th ere are not more t h a n 
3500. 
The reason for this is the 
con­ 
struction of th e Suez Canal. 
Refore th a t 
w ate rw a y was cut, ships on 
their 
way 
ar ound th e Cape of Good Hope called at 
St. Helena as a half-wav house, a place 
to take on fresh water, fresh fruit and 
vegetables and to refit dam aged gear.

short cut made by

Canal 
ab ru p tly 
brought that prosperity to an end. 
No 
longer do prosperous m erchants and ship 
chandlers keep shop; no longer are ship­ 
yards resounding. 
Twice a month a mail ship stops there. 
There is some flax grown on the island 
but the coming of th e ships 
spells 
the 
chief means of livelihood for 
tho 
small 
population. 
Passengers come ashore for 
the few hours of the pause in the voyage. 
On an average earh ship means about $1,- 
000 in trad e to tho island folk. 
This is 
reaped by the boatmen, by the few hack­ 
men who drive tile passengers to L ong­ 
wood and act as guides, and by tho wom­ 
en who sell their h a n d m a d e lace. 
Some­ 
times a ship touches at night and clears 
before dawn and no passengers go ashore. 
This means a te m p o rary period of dow n­ 
right depression on St. Helena. 
And yet, 
in its heyday, it was known as the E a rth ly 
Paradise of the Atlantic. 
T h e rom antic 
writings about the caged eagle

bleak rock have changed all that. 
But the 
place and the climate have not changed.

Inventory Of Property In 
City To Be Taken On 
WPA Project 


Aa extensive city-wide project de­ 
signed to provide the city assessor 
with a detailed inventory of all 
property within the city limits will 
be undertaken within a few weeks 
if a WPA project can be secured. 
Members of the city council last 
night approved submittal of such 
a project to WPA officials and it 
is expected that there will be no 
difficulty in having it returned. Ac­ 
cording to plans, the project would 
be under the direction of the city 
engineer, who will direct the collec­ 
tion of information and the com­ 
pilation of it, including photographs 
of all residences within the city 
limits. This information, when care­ 
fully compiled, will enable the city 
assessor and board of review to 
alleviate discrepancies which have 
entered into the tax assessments 
over a period of years through a 
lack of such detailed information. 
During the discussion of the pro­ 
posed* project, it was pointed out 
that many inequalities have crept 
into the city records since the last 
general city survey in 1916.

councilmen approved the project, 
Councilman 
Carl 
Richter 
being 
present but not voting. 
Rate Increased 
Operators of city tractors and 
snow loader will be paid 60 cents 
per hour, an increase of five cents 
over the previous rate. 
This in­ 
crease was made by the council to 
clear up a situation which has de­ 
veloped by having tractor drivers 
with seniority rights demand that 
they be given truck jobs, which had 
been paid the same as the tractor 
drivers. 
The increase was made 
also because the councilmen agreed 
tractor driving is a more difficult 
task than truck driving. 
A resolution was passed request­ 
ing a state highway traffic survey 
within the city by the state high­ 
way department with the view of 
erecting necessary traffic signs.

AUTO OWNERS 
ARE PROTECTED 
Engine Numbers Of Cars 
Checked Before New 
Permits Given 


To protect the prospective pur­ 
chaser of used and new cars from 
out of state, Leon D. Case. Secre­ 
tary of State, has recently inaug­ 
urated a system of checking motor 
and serial numbers of cars pur­ 
chased out of state. 
Before the title of the car is de­ 
livered. the departm ent of state 
investigators or branch managers, 
make a physical investigation of 
the car to make certain that the 
actual motor number and serial 
number on the car correspond to 
those on the bill of Rale or certifi­ 
cate of registration and title of 
the former state. 
By this method it has been dis­ 
covered in a great 
many 
cases 
that the numbers do not corre­ 
spond. 
In such instances the in­ 
correct number is checked against 
the stolen car report to eliminate 
the possibility of a dealer or in­ 
dividual buying a stolen car. 
If 
no stolen report is found, it is 
then necessary for the seller to 
have his home state correct the 
error and certify the same before 
Michigan will issue a certificate 
of title. 
Experience has shown that the 
average driver has no idea as to 
whether the motor num ber on his 
certificate of title Is actually the 
one embossed on the motor of his

Officials of the City of Mani­ 
stique 
and 
Schoolcraft county 
will go to Lansing Sunday to pe­ 
tition the State Highway Depart­ 
ment to pave US-2 within the 
city limits of Manistique from 
the Inland office, a t the corner 
of Maple street and Elk street, 
to the intersection of Deer street 
and Chipewa avenue.
